It  is  no  niere 
party  contest  we  are  about  to  eni/'ige  in.  We  are  not  about  to  weigh  the 
claims  of  different  men,  and  to  In  >w  the  dignity  of  the  Kjiiscopate  as  a 
mere  reward  of  merit.  Per.sonal  ai.ibition  li.as  no  place  here.  Though 
every  priest  of  canonical  age  is  formally  eligible,  candidature  for  an  otHee 
of  such  vast  responsibility  and  sacredncss  Were  as  abhorrent  to  the  instincts 
wf  the  sanctified  mind  as  contrary  to  the  principle  and  spirit  of  the  Church  !

work  within  him  unhindered  ;  at  the  same  time  deteiiuiuiii'.,'  to  sayaiul  do 
oidy  what  he  honestly  believes  (Jod  would  approve,  and  resolviiif,'  loyally 
to  accept  the  voice  of  the  constitutional  majority  as  the  voice  of  (Jod 
Himself  ! 

I  am  much  mistaken  if  it  was  not  in  sometl'.uig  of  this  spirit  that  thi; 
election  of  our  lato  beloved  Diocesan  was  conducted  twenty-nine  years  a"o. 
Quiet,  orderly,  without  conflict  or  debate,— thoui,'h  prolonged  throuj,'h  tho 
anxious  ordeal  of  eleven  8"ccesf,ve  ballots,-  that  election  was  of  such  a 
character  that  they  who  took  parr  in  it,  whatever  their  views  at  the  outset,

«ho  graco  of  Chri.it 'h  Siiirit ;  tho  ronult  of  prayor,- loni{  coiitinuod  habitual 
prayer, — |tiayer  in  the  widest  himiho  of  the  term,  the  luaiiifoM  iiltoranco  of 
a  Houl  atliirHt  for  God,  tho  eager  drinkiin;  in,  by  .-.ucli  a  .soul,  of  (toj'n 
f.dnoHs,--i«icMiiiontal  jirayer,  offered  in  uiii":i  with  tho  intercoHsioim  of 
.leans  Christ,  the  Groat  Iliijh  Priest. 

It  is  not  enough  to  Hay  "  I  will  bo  meek."  We  muMt  a.sk  God  to 
nnko  UH  mei.';.  It  i.s  not  enough  to  nay  '*  I  will  I  guided  by  the  Holy 
<;liost."  Wu  must  a.sk  tho  Holy  (Jhost  to  guide  uh.  We  mu.st  Kcok 
niuekiu'.s.s  and  Hpiritual  guidance  whence  alone  they  can  bo  obtained  in 
Ainion  and  ci'uimunion  with  God. 

Lefc  US  hope  that  tho  prayers  which  have  ascended  from  every  Parish 
of  the  Dioceso  in  tlie  presont  emergency  have  been  l.irguly  .such  prayers, 
prayer.s  for  meekno.s.s,  jirayors  for  spiritual  guidance  !  Let  us  hope  that 
evorv  soul  here  to-day,  impressed  with  the  unspuakaltle  importance  of  this 
moans  of  discovering  tho  Divine  Mind,  is  sending  up,  like  a  fountain,  and 
will  continue  to  otter  throughout  this  Synod,  prayers  for  meekness  and 
guidain.'o  1  Let  us  see  to  it  specially  that  now  as  wo  draw  iiuit  our  Blessed 
Saviour  in  Huly  Communion,  preparing  ourselves  for  the  ta.'ik  that  lies 
before  us,  we  dc  lo  in  His  Spirit,  seeking  V)efore  all  olso  mooknoss  and  the 
.illumination  of  tho  Holy  Gh<jst !  Lot  ua  pray,  and  let  us  listen  !  "  Blessed  ' 
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wyn  ThoiiMH  ft  Kvm|>ia.  "  hfo  thu  o«Pt  timt  almlly  rvuvivw  thv  |>uU«.>ii  of  tlio

Thu  churiictors  of  our  intimnfu  friutuU  tu'u  hirj^uly 
iiiikiiown  (|iiiiiititi«is,  and  our  «Mtiiimt»'s  of  thuiii,  i»t  hunt, only  iipproxiniatuly 
truo.  Nor  cmi  wu  txpccl  to  know  «iili  uny  di-yri'i!  of  curtuiiuy  tin*  iiionil 
Work  mid  stfiiiiiiui  of  r.  iii  lu  until  w«'  '•••«••»  Ijhi'  '  >njf  oxperienco  of  him  in 
Viirioiis  ifliit ions  of  life  mid  uiidt'r  divurs  f  >' .  of  trinl.  Nowoiilur  Dur 
Saviour  hiiid  ".fud','!  Hot."  In  uvury  inmi  11.,  niddfn,  uvuii  fri)iii  hinisolf, 
dofocts,  ;,otLiitiir.  vices  iis  well  us  virtues  which  only  wait  for  favou  .ihlu 
conditions  to  duvulop  and  assert  theiiiselvus.  ('onsoi|Uently  tlere  are 
iiivolvt'd  ill  tilt!  trainplaiitiii'^  of  men  from  onu  sphere  to  another,  es[»u- 
cially  if  that  other  ho  a  H;iliero  of  peculiar  resiioiisiliility,  risks  which  diify 
the  foresi^dit  and  refuse  t  >  l»u  measured  l»y  the  anticipations  of  our  uniii- 
Npirud  wisdom. 

Yet  wlicii  our  jud'^'iiKMit  is  sanctified  and  illiiinined  hy  the  Holy 
(jhost  we  havo  no  rii,'Iit  nor  reason  to  think  moanly  of  it.  It  is  a  now 
thini,'.  It  is  no  Ioniser  easily  Idinded  by  jjrejudico,  perverted  by  selfdovo, 
dazed  by  the  intriLMcies  of  aixuiiieiit.  It  may  not  see  cverytiiini,'  clearly  ; 
hut  at  least  it  sees  ila  way.  It  is  our  parado.x  verified.  The  self  abased  is 
exalted.  The  meok  has  beL^omc  mighty.  Hecause  it  has  shut  thu  door  on 
self  and  steiipeil  into  the  liylit  atul  cjuiet  of  the  Divine  Presence,  l  e  soul 
liiids  its  faculties  invested  with  a  new  and  stii'.iii^e  vi;.{our  and  judj^es  with 
41  roadinos8  precision  and  8ucco8.s  which  aro  surprisiiii,'  to  itself.  It  is  thus 
when  we  are  best  able  to  say  with  sincerity   "choose  Thou   for  us,"  that 
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Ooil  givos  us  <lisotriiiiieiit  to  chnn^.j  host  fnr  uiirsclvLS.  Ho  doos  nut  lift 
t!io  hiiriluii  of  decision  uH'cmr  sliniil  luns  hut  Hi;  «tfc  ^tliuii.s  uh  ti;  boftr  it. 
Wo  lire  still  ruijuiicd  to  iiiforiu  oiir  minds  ;  to  wuigh  arguinents  ;  to  cstiiu- 
ato  motives  Jiud  t(t  cfilculato  results,  Questions  of  cluiiiis  and  merits  of 
promotion  ami  advaui  iiiunt  ;i''  still  to  be  considered.  I5ut  He  clears  the 
mind,  iiuri'ies  tlia  heart  and  ihrowt^  I'gllt  upon  the  proldom  before  us  so 
that  comparatively  speaking,'  it  becomes  a  simple  matter  to  decide. 

Yes  we  must  usu  oin*  own  farulties.  And  it  were  well  for  us  to  be 
clear  about  this.  Tiiere  may  be  some  anion;,' us  who  have  not  calculated 
their  responsibility  as  voters  in  an  issue,  on  which,  under  God,  hangs  the 
wellbcing  of  the  ("hinx-li  throughout  the  Diocese.  There  may  be  some  who 
luive  not  realized  the  importance  of  trying  to  ascertain  the  truth  about  the 
fitness  of  men  and  the  needs  of  the  Church  :  or  who  have  half  uncon- 
sciously allowed  private  affection  to  rule  their  judgment.  There  may  be 
some  who  through  modest  distrust  of  self  are  disposed  to  lean  overinucli 
uiion  the  judgment  of  others  ni'Ve  expeiienced  or  more  decided  than  them- 
selves. But  we  must  all  rumendter  that  though  we  may  evde  ihe  duty  of 
forminc  and  acting  upon  our  own  conscientious  decision  w"  cannot  evade 
the  responsibility  attaching  to  our  votes  !  Let  none,  however  inexperienced, 
hesitate,  having  uiaile  due  eiKjuiries,  in  a  s[)ir't  of  ju-ayer  and  .self-submis- 
aion  to  act  for  himself,  voting  as  seems  to  him  best  for  God's  glory  and  the 
Church's  good. 

It  is  in  this  spirit,  unified  not  by  party  interests  nor  by  personal 
influence,  but  by  the  H<dy  Ghost,  that  we  shall  obtain  if  at  all  the  man  we 
seek  to  rule  over  us  ;  —  a  true  Father  in  (iod — capable  at  once  of  holding 
his  own  with  dignity  amid  the  diverse  elements  of  \v'  '  'h  the  Christianity 
of  this  Province  is  composed  and  of  commanding  ths  iv,-.pect  of  every  man 
among  us,  learned  or  ignorant,  cultured  or  simidc,  (jf  this  party  or  of  that  ! 
And  if  when  we  obtain  him  we  find  that  he  does  not  jxissess  every  gift — 
as  who  doas — thus  elected  we  may  confidently  expect  him  to  be  supported 
by  the  Holy  Ghost  who  chose  him.  For  the  election  will  Ije  not  to  re- 
sponsibility meri'Iy  but  also  to  grace. 

One  word  and  I  have  done.  Our  position  to-day  is  inexpressibly 
solemn.  Wo  know  not  where  the  Lord  is  leading  us.  We  know  not  who 
or  where  he  is,  upon  whom  the  Lord's  lot  and  the  mantle  (jf  a  great  jirede- 
cessor  are  ab<jut  to  fall.  But,  whoever  and  wherever  he  is,  it  were  well 
to  reflect  how  stirely  he  will  need  our  prayers  !  Let  us  pray  for  him  before- 
hand. Let  us  pray  f(»r  him  after  our  decision.  Let  us  not  cease  to  pray 
for  him.  For  of  all  men  among  us,  as  he  will  be  most  honoured,  and  if  faith- 
ful most  blessed,  so  he  will  be  most  sorely  burdened  by  the  awful  respon- 
sibilities au<l  by  the  cruel  temptations  whicli  must  alike  belong  to  so  sacred 
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and  HO  exalted  an  ofKce  !  That  any  <^ne  amongst  uh  .should  crave  that  ex- 
altation ;  that  any  one  anionj,'  uh  should  dart-  to  seek  it  ;  that  any  one 
among  us  should  do  other  than  pray  that  ho  may  not  he  thrust  into  it  hy 
the  iniataken  estimates  of  his  brethren,  is  surely  harilly  conceivable  tf)  the 
Christian  mind  !  For  if  it  wore  dreadful  for  us  to  place  the  wrong  man  in 
the  seat  of  authority,  how  much  more  dreadful  were  it  to  be  the  man  thus 
falsely  [)laced  ! 

Let  us  then,  one  and  ah,  shrink  with  fear  from  any  indulgence  of 
those  earthly  and  selfish  proclivities  which  a  fair  inference  from  our  text 
warns  us  must  tend,  to  wiy  the  very  least,  to  exclude  from  our  delibera- 
tions the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Cihost.
